ARDMORE, Ok., Sept. 28.—Discovery 
of additional bodies today in the ruins 
at Ardmore increased to 55 the number 


of known deaths resulting from yester- 
day’s explosion of a gasoline tank car. 
The property damage is estimated at 
mrore than $1,000,000. There are at least 
200 injured, some of these probably fa- 
tally. Of the dead 3% are white and 19 
‘negroes. | 
The car which éxploded contained 300) 
galions of gasolife. It caused great 
damage. Six blocks in each direction 
from the Santa Fe freight and passen- 
ger depots were affected. Flames 
leaped to a height of 200 feet and the 
flaming Nquid was scattered for blocks 
Car in “Bad Order.”

Killed in One House. 

Near the siding on which the tank car 
was placed wére a number of wooden 
structures, part of which were occu- 
pled by negroes. In this section a two 
gtory frame building collapsed, taking 
3% in a pool hall to their death. Search 
ef the ruined buildings proceeded all 
might and continued this morning. A 
gpecial police force of 750 men main- 
tained order throughout the night. 

Most .of. the persons killed were 
erushed under falling walls, some of 
them more than a block away from the 
gcene of the explosion.

A 
but before he 


the police that her 

ha “doctoring” with qui- 

several days and that Sunday 

e took two one-half grain tab- 
ba s syed vold, 


ISENATOR WHO IS HERE | 


TO ADDRESS REPUBLICANS 


SENATOR WEEKS 
GIVES VIEW OF 
SSUES IN [316 


Republican Candidate for Presi- 
dent Says Tariff Question 
Will Be Paramount. 


FOR MERCHANT MARINE 


He Will Speak at Republicans’ 
$1.50-a-Plate Banquet at 
Planters Tonight. 


United States Senator John W. Weeks 
of Massachusetts, regarded .by politi- 
clans as the leading candidate for the 
Republican nomination for President in 
1916, in an interview with a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter at the Planters Hotel 
today, outlined the priricipal issues upon 
which, in his opinion, the national cam- 
paign ‘will be fought next year. 

The tariff, in the opinion of Senator 
Weeks, who came to St. Louis to deliver 
a political speech to Missouri Repub- 
licans at the $1.50-a-plate banquet at 
the Planters Hotel tonight, will be the 
paramount issue. The Underwood tariff 
law, which was enacted under the di- 
rection of the Wilson administration, 
and which is blamed by the Republicans 
for the business depression which bas 
swept over the-country during the last 
two years, will be attacked as de- 
structive to the industrial interests of 
America. 

View of Campaign. 

“The: campaign of 1916, in mf; opin- 
ion,”’ Senator Weeks said, “will be 
fought out upon these issues: 

.First, the tariff. The people of 
this country are, I think, in favor 
of a protective tariff. We are now 
living under a revenue tariff law, 
which is the poorest revenue pro- 
ducer we have ever had on our stat- 
ute books, and which has not ac- 
complished any one of the things 
claimed for it by its sponsors. 

Second, a reasonable national pre- 
paredness. Which means the doing 
of th things which are found es- 
sential to put our country in a safe 
condition for national defense. 

Third, legislation which will de- 
velop a ‘real merchant marine, bene- 
ficial in our carrying trade and 
which may be used as an auxiliary 
for the naval service. 

4. A policy which will make 
the Government supplementary to 
and beneficial to business, rather 
than coercive and restrictive, as it 
has been under the present adininis- 
tration. 

5. A budget system which will 
restrict and eliminate unnecessary 
appropriations and produce _ real 
economy without neglecting any 
worthy project. 

6. A condemnation of the loot- 
ing of our diplomatic service which 
took place during the early days of 
this administration, and the deficien- 
cies of the policy or lack of policy 
which has been largely instrumental 
in producing anarchy and chaos in 
our sister republic, Mexico. 

Senator Weeks said he did not care, 
at present, to make any comments on 
the policy of the Wilson administration 
with respect to the European situa- 
tion. He said that tn his speech before 
the Republicans tonight he would say 
that the President of the United States 
was the representative of the American 
people in this situation, and that there 
was a universal desire to leave him un- 
hampered in‘ representing the Govern- 
ment in the delicate negotiations which 
are being carried on, and which may 
arise in the future. 

Second Visit Here. 

The Republican meeting here, which 
wilt be attended by Republicans from 
every section of the State, was called 
primarily to give impetus to Senator 
Weeks’ candidacy for the presidential 
nomination. Senator Weeks, on his way 
to California about two months ago, de- 
livered an address to the Business Men's 
League, which was well received. He 
discussed, in that speech, the benefits 
that would accrue to the business in- 
terests of the country from ,less re- 
striction and regulation by governmental 
bureaus. 

Republican leaders from out in the 
State, who were gathering at the hotel 
during the morning, seemed favorably 
mpressed with Senator Weeks. E. L. 
Morse of Excelsior Springs, an active 
Republican leader, started the move- 
ment for the meeting here to push the 
Weeks boom along, and most of the 
members of the State Committce are 
working with him in behalf of the 
Ma@achusetts Senator. Morse, Mayor 
Kiel, Congressman Dyer, Charlies RA. 
Graves, Otto F. Stifel and several other 
Republicans had breakfast with Senator 
Weeks, Congressman James R. Mann 
and James E. Watson of Indiana, 

Senator Weeks spoke at the City 
Club at luncheon on “Our Merchant 
Marine,” and Congressman Mann at 
the luncheon of the Business Men's 
League at the Planters Hotel. Con- 
gressman Mann and Watson will di- 
vide time with Senator Weeks at the 
Republican banquet in the evening. 

Jacob IL. Babler, chairman of the 
Republican State Committee, said 
that at least 1000 would attend the 
dinner, The State Committee held a 
meeting this afternoon to discuss the 
question of calling a convention 
next year, in advance of the State 
primary election, to agree upon a 
slate of candidates. There was an

PASSING THE BUCK 


Commissioner Wall Is Its Latest 
Recipient in Matter of 
Water Rates. 


HE ISSUES REPRIMAND 


Daues Refuses to Give Wall Any 
Opinion—Other Heads Leave 
All to Commisssioner. 


A lively exercise in “passing the buck,’ 
among hall officials, has _ re- 
sulted frgm the discovery that Claude 
B. Burton, of Water Rates, 
las failed since April 4, 1913, to put into 
force the increased manufacturers’ wa- 
ter rate which 


city 


Assessor 


became effective then. 


By Burton's own estimate, he has col- 
lected $162,000 less in that*time from 
the manufacturers than the amount re- 
quired by law. His explanation is that 
he did not learn of the change until 
about four months ago. 

As the city government is now sup- 
posed to be on an efficiency basis, the 
disclosure of Burton’s mistake has 
raised the question whether he should 
be retained in his place. It was on 
this subject that Burton’s superiors in 
the city gov errment, and their legal ad- 
viser, the City Counselor, have engaged 
in what is known as “‘passing the buck,”’ 
with Water Commissioner Wall as the 
ultimate recipient. 

Wall Reprimands Burton. 

Wall, who is Burton’s imme@ate supe- 
rior, and who has power to remove him 
without trial, said to a Post-Dispatch 


‘reporter today: 


“I have reprimanded Mr. Burton 
for failing to inform me, his superior 
officer, that the water rate applying 
to manufacturers was changed. He 
has told me that he did not know of 
the change in rate, until informed of 
it by a clerk in the office about four 
months ago. 

“I do not intend to dismiss him, and 
I will not recommend that suit be 
brought on his bond, because I do not 
believe the city has lost anything. If 
Mayor Kreismann had known that 
the 1913 ordinance increased manufaé- 
turers’ water rates, he would have 
vetoed it. It was simply an oversight 
and a mistake. The city does not 
want to charge manufacturers more 
than 8 cents a thousand gallons. The 
Board of Aldermen, I am sure, will 
amend the ordinance as soon as it 
can be done.’’ 

How Burton Found It Out. 

The ordinance changing the water 
rates was passed by the Municipal “As- 
sembly, after public hearings and con- 
siderable newspaper discussion. At that 
time, under the old charter, the Water 
Rates Office was a separate branch of 
the city government, and sHurton was 
its head, appointed by the Mayor. With 
the adoption of the new charter in 1914, 
the Assessment’ Bureau was made sub- 
ject to the Water Commissioner, and he 
became responsible for the correct as- 
sessment of the rates, as well as for 
the maintenance of the mechanical 
branches of the waterworks system. 

Wall appointed Burton to head. the 
Assessment Division of the office, after 
Burton had passed _ the Efficiency 
Board's examination. One of Burton's 
competitors in the examination was 
Charles H. Specht, a clerk in the office. 
It was Specht, Burton says, who was 
the first to learn that the wrong water 
rate was being charged. Burton tas 
since dismissed Specht, because of. per- 
sonal differences. 

Daves Declines the “Buck.” 

After Burton’s mistake became public 
a few days ago Commissioner Wall went 
to the City Counselor for an opinion 
as to Burton’s case, and Counselor 
Daues refused to advise him as to his 
action. Speaking today of Wall's re.- 
quest, Daues said: “I will not allow 
Commissioner Wall to pass the buck to 
me.,”’ 

Director of Public Utilities Hooke, who 
appointed Commissioner Wall, and 
Mayor Kiel, who appointed Director 
Hooke, both made quick passes in Wall's 
direction, when a reporter asked them 
about the matter. Hooke said.he had 
not investigated the case and that. he 
depended on Wall to make whatever 
inquiry was necessary. He said he 
would take no action until Wall has 
completed his handling of Me case. 

The Mayor said: “Commissioner Wal]! 
appointed Burton. He is the one to 
decide what shall be done. I am not 
going to interest myself in it. The re- 
sponsibility is on Commissioner Wall. 
/T am going to let it rest entirely in his 
hands and abide by his decision. 


Point Burton Left Unexplained. 


Commissioner Wali, when asked why 
Burton did not change the rate when 
he first learned of the grror, said Bur- 
ton had not made a tisfactory ex- 
planation of that matter. Burton has 
just placed the new rate in effect. 

Burton's mistake becam@ known last 
Friday, when Charles P. Comer, a law- 
yer, threatened to bring a taxpayers’ 
suit against Burton, Wall, the Mayor 
and Collector Koeln on their bonds for 
$750,000, the mount which, as Comer 
figures, the city has lost .since April, 
1913, through the fallure to enforced the 
new rate. 

Burton figures that the difference ee. 
tween the old and new rates, in actual 
collections, amounts to $72,000 a year, 
o: $162,000 for two and one-fourth years 

The old rate was 8 cepts a thousane 
gallons to manufacturers, and the new 
rate is 6 to ™% cents for 10 cubic feet 
(7 gallons). On this basis, the lowest 
rate would be just equal to the previous 
rate, and all except the largest con-

r “FULL OF BODIES 


French Infantryman Tells of the 
Charge Following Three 
Days of Artillery Fire.

PARIS, Sept. 58. —Thrilling stories of 


the fighting which resulted in important 
gains for the French troops Friday and 
Saturday are told by wounded men re- 
turning to Paris from the front. 
“Infantry 
Saturday,”’ 


‘attacks began at noon 
said a soldier wounded in 


the Champagne fighting. 
ment was acting as support. For 
three days our artillery had been 
making an appalling din by day and 
night. Big guns hurled shells with- 
out respite. 

‘‘We infantrymen waited for the 
end of it, and began to get impatient. 
Saturday we ate heartily at 11 o’clock 
and then looked over our arms. 
Finally, at noon, our chiefs shouted 
‘Forward!’ We began to yell like 
men possessed. With a single bound 
we were out of the trenches. It was 
pretty hot in front of us. 

“The boys who had gone ahead 
were doing good work and were al- 
ready beyond the German trenches. 
We reached them in our turn at the 
double. The trenches were filled 
up to the brim with German bodies. 
Further on we saw enormous craters, 
in which many German bodies had 
been buried by falling earth. Here 

‘and there a boot protruded and we 
tugged at them to see if any were 
alive, but there were not. We did 
not stop long, but- pushed on. 

“To our right we saw a strong en- 
emy contingent sheltered in a pit, 
with machine guns. They did not 
last long, for we fell on them with 
the bayonet. It was & pretty stiff 
bit of fencing. « Seeing themselves 
done for the survivors held up their 
hands. Some, however, although 
prisoners, still fired at us. My left 
hand was pierced by a revolver bul- 
let fired point blank by an artillery- 
man. My Captain knocked him down 
and sat on his chest.” 

All of the wounded who have arrived 
here were wearing the new light steel 
helmets, which they declared had saved 
thousands of lives. One who had no 
helmet and whose head was cut by a 
glancing machine gun bullet, said: 

“In the thickest of the infantry at- 
tack I arrived with my company at 
the German.artillery positions. Gun- 

_ ners, mixed with infantrymen, hud- 
died around the pieces. Al! of them 
surrendered. Our artillery had com- 
pletely stupefied them.”

w ASHINGTON “Sept. 28.—Dr. Constan- 


tin Theodor Dumba, the Ambassador 
from Austria, telegraphed the State De- 
partment today from the summer em- 
bassy at Lenox, Mass., that he had been 
ordered home by his Government and 
asked that a safe conduct be arranged 
for him. 

In the light of advices from Amer- 
ican Ambassador Penfield at Vienna, 
that the Austfian Foreign Office had 
given informal assurances that Dr. 
Oumba would be recalled as asked by 
President Wilson, the State Depart- 
inent construed Dr. Dymba's dispatch 
of today 
“lal action has been taken by Vienn 
and will arrange for his safe con 
duct without waiting for formal no- 
tice from the Austrian Foreign 
Office. 

This action is considered by the Amer- 
ican Government as closing the incident. 
Dr. Dumba made himself unacteptable 
to this Government when he attempted 
to transmit through Jumes F. J. Archi- 
bald, an American correspondent, a re- 
port to. his Foreign Office which dia- 
closed his participation in plans to crip- 
ple American munition plants by strikes. 

In his conversation with Ambassador 
Penfield,.the American Foreign Minis- 
ter is understood to have told Mr. Pen- 
field that Dr. Dumba’s recall was, as a 
matter of course, final. The State De- 
partment understands Dr. Dumba will 
sail Oct. 5. 

All the papers and documents car- 
ried by Archibald reached the de- 
partment by mail today from Ambas- 
vador Page in London, Acting Secre- 
tary Polk said practically all of im- 
portance had been published.

‘‘Our counter attack resulted in-our-eapturing-20- officers and 
750 meh, increasing the number of prisoners taken in this locality 
to 3397 men, including a number of officers; Nine additional me 
chine guns were captured. ; 

‘*At Souchez, Angres and Roclinecert and also along the en- 
tire front from the Ghampagne to the Argonne, attacks by the 
French were repulsed without a break. | 
French Said to Have Sent Cav alry Forward. 

‘‘In the region of Souain, the enemy actually brought forward 
masses of vavalry, showing a remarkable lack of appreciation o¢ 
the situation. Naturally many<of them were shot down and the 
others forced to flee as quickly as possible. 

‘‘During the repulse of these attacks the Saxon reserve regi- 
ment and the troops of the Frankfort-on-Main division especially 
distinguished themselves. 


Germans in Champagne Protected 
by Concealed Wire Entanglements

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The FRENCH DRIVE.

T the outset of a discussion of the 

A new operations in the west, it ‘s 
well to bear in mind certain facts. 

There is always the possibility that 
any allied ‘“‘drive’’ may turn out to be 
the long-awaited grand offensive which 
will sweep the Germans out of France. 
The actual situation of German com- 
munications is such that a 20-mile ad- 
vance, either in Artois ‘or Champagne, 
would probably compel the Germans to 
go back to the frontier from Lille to 
Verdun. 
Such a consequence is still but a remote 
possibility. The most sanguine of allied 
observers has not yet ventured to sug- 
gest that German numbers have been 
reduced—that is, that the armies actual- 
ly in the field have begun to diminish 
because there were no reserves to re- 
place losses. They have only claimed 
that reserves were being exhausted 
rapidly and that some time next year 
the armies might in turn begin to grow 
smaller because there was left nothing 
tc replace casualties. , 
Accordingly, there ig little reason to 
believe that the Germans will not be 
able to concentrate reinforcements be- 
hinds the present breaks. They are out- 
numbered in the west. perhaps, two to 
one, certainly three to two. But this 
ig not a heavy disparity, in view of the 
fact that they have the defensive and 
are standing i positions that have long 
been prepared and that consist of sev- 
eral lines, one behind another. Witn 
this preliminary caution it is now pos- 
sible to deal directly with the operation 
still in progress. 
Everyone is familiar with the main 
circumstances of the recent Polish cam- 
paign; the Warsaw salient is still re- 
called by those who follow the cam- 
Paign in the east. Now the position of 
the Germans in France is wholly com- 
parable to that of the Russians in Po- 
land in the days before Warsaw’ fell. 
The Russian position was a broad curve, 
resting on the north on the fortresses 
of the Narew-Bobr-Niemen line, and on 
the south on the Lutsk-Lubno-Kovno 
triangle. 
The German strategy was campre- 
hended in two converging attacks 
upon thé extremities of the circle, 
Hindenburg striking south, Macken- 
sen north, and both aiming at the 
tailroads far behind Warsaw, on 
which the Russians depended for 
their munitiong and supplies. The 
operation in France is wholly analo- 
gous. The German position from Lille 
to the Argonne is a wide curve. It 
is being attacked at the extremities 
and the objectives of the attacking 
armies are the railroads behind the 
German center south of Laon, which 
corresponds to the Warsaw position. 

Frontal Attack Impossible. 
The two points of attack have been 
selected with due regard to the com- 
munications behind them, and also 
to the fact that they are the only 
places where an attack can promise 
1@al success. The Germans attempted 
first to break through at the Bzura- 
liawka front and take Warsaw by 
frontal attack. The allies made a 
similar effort along the Aisne, at 
the Champagne highlands, a year 
ago and were promptly and perma- 
nently checked and subsequently 
thrown back around Soissons. The

Such an advance would be the 
maximum of present possibilities. 
But the possible local gain is not 
inconsiderable. Immediately in front 
of the British and French lines, when 
the present advance began, was the 
important city of Lens, which is the 
greatest coal town in France. It is 
also the chief railroad center for the 
Germans on their front from Lille to 
Noyon. To capture it would be to 
compel the Germans to draw back 
toward Douai. Its investment would 
transfer La Bassee into an extremely 
dangerous salient, would be a threat 
10 Lille and would give France her 
lost coal mines, a valuable gain. It 
would also restore to France one of 
the main trunk lines from Paris to 
the north. 


Judged by the reports that have so 
far come, the French and British are 
still halted outside of Lens. But the 
British have occupied and claim to 
hold Hill 
Lens and dominates itat a distance of 
a mile. 
the city, perhaps three times as far 
away, have seized the western slope 
of the Villy ridge, pear Thelus. Both 
the British and the French are astride 
the La Bassee highway, one to the 
north, the other to the south of Lens. 
Unless the British are dislodged the 
fate of Lens seems certain. 


The fall of Lens, if it is to fall, will 
make the La Bassee position perilous 
and the consequence of the British 
advance may well be a general Ger- 
man retirement upon Lille and 
Douai. Their aew position would 
have the Lille-Cambrai-Paris railroad 
behind it and the Douai-Lille canal 
in front of it most of the distance, 
and might serve to hold up the allies 
for a long period of time, until an- 
other drive could be organized. But 
such an advance would bring the al- 
Hes perilously close to the main 
trunk lines which feed the German 
front from the Somme to Cham- 
pagne, and any further allied ad- 
vance would mean a retirement from 
France, possibly under grave difficul- 
ties, if a sudden attack carried the 
aggressor to the Mons-Cambrai rail- 
road. 


Recapture of Lille Posstbie. 

In sum, a thoroughgoing success on 
the Artois front would carry the allies 
to the rear of the main German com- 
munications in France and compel their 
withdrawal. A considerable success 
might mean the capture of Lens and an 
advance to the Doual Canal, which 
would probably compel the evacuation 
of La Bassee and might mean the re- 
capture of Lille, the greatest prize of the 
Germans so far in the western war. An 
utterly local success, the mere holding 
of what has been taken, would mean the 
capture of Lens and its coal mines and 
an advance on @ broad front from the 
la Bassee Canal to the environs of 
Arras. 

Turning to Champagne, the purpose of 
the French drive here is quite plain. The 
battlefield is a wild, open, rolling coun- 
try, with low hills, few villages and 
no obstacles, the scene of the defeat of 
Attila and the victory:.of Valmy.

But if the present 
advance could be pushed five miles from 
Perthes, Beausejour and Souain to Som- 
me-Py, the French would gain the Ba- 
sancourt-Challerange railroad, upon 
which all the Germans from the east- 
ern fronts of Rheims to the Argonne de- 
pend for munitioning. Such an advance 
would probably compel the Germans 
holding the forts north and east of 
Rheims to retire, because it would 
threaten their rear and left flank. It 
would quite as seriously threaten the 
right flank of the Crown Prince’s army, 
to crowd 
through the forest to the railroad from 
Rheims to Verdun and isolate the latter 
fortress. It would have to go back, and 
this would relieve all pressure upon 
Verdun. Both Rheims and Verdun would 
thus be permanently relieved from Ger- 
man menace. 

A push of another five miles would 
carry the French to the Vouziers-le 
Chatlet railroad, which parallels the 
Challerange-Bazancourt line. If they 
could cut this the Germans would have 
to retire behind the Aisne from Craonne 
to Rethel, and the whole threat to the 
French barrier fortresses from the north 
would be abolished. On the other hand, 
such a retreat would expose the flank 
of the Germans holding the Champagne 
hills from Craonne to Laon and might 
compel a general retirement. 

The old figure of the nut and the 
cracker, used in the Warsaw operation, 
holds perfectly good here. One jaw of 
the cracker is the Anglo-French force in 
Artois, the other the French force in 
Champagne. As the German drive in 
Poland converged upon Brest-Litovsk 
from the north and the south, the Brit- 
ish and French drive is aimed at Na- 
mur. If they could meet behind the 
German front the Germans would be 
enveloped But there is small prospect 
of this. What is possible is that the 
cutting of lines on both sides of the 
salient will compel a German retire- 
ment, to avoid envelopment, precisely 
like that of the Grand Duke in Poland. 

Such a result is simply the maximum 
of theoretical possibility. Actually the 
British have almost turned the Ger- 
mans out of Lens and the French have 
almost gained a hold upon the Bazan- 
court Railroad. But heither army has 
yet finished the work Incidental to win- 
ning a considerable, but purely local 
success, which will have no immediate 
or grandiose consequences. 

A break in the deadlock in the West 
remains possible, but it also remains 
exceedingly unlikely. 

On the other hand, the number of 
prisoners taken indicates a real German 
disaster, and the first that the French 
have supplied statistics for. At the 
Marne the Germans.were defeated, but 


ithe number of prisoners taken was 


never announced. A total loss of be- 
tween 60,000 and 70,000 may be reckoned 
on the 20,000 prisoners claimed, while 
the haul of artillery and equipment is 
considerable. This compares with about 
8000 prisoners taken by the French in 
their drive about Souchez and with less 
than 2000 taken by the British at Neu- 
vechapelle. 
remains to be discovered, but it is by 
all odds the greatest since the Marne. 
It is a real success, and it is a plain 
promise that the deadlock may ulti- 
mately be completely broken and allied 
drive maintained to the French fron- 
tier. 

Its moral effect upon the French and 
British public and its political effect in 
the Balkans can hardly be exaggerated. 
After six dismal and depressing months 
the allies have scored heavily—how 
heavily remains unknown—but only a 
reyerse can now remove the advantage 
of two brilliant local successes. The op- 
eration may yet prove to be “the great 
drive,”’ but it has not yet attained any 
such dimensions.

Bulgaria’, Friendship. 

The speeches of Premier Asquith and 
Foreign Secretary Grey were followed 
with the closest attention. Secretary 
Grey emphasized the long-standing 
friendship between Great Britain and 
Bulgaria, and added: 

“Our official information from the 
Bulgarian Government is that they have 
taken up a position of armed neutrality 
to defend their rights and independence 
and that they have no aggressive inten- 
tions whatever against their Balkan 
neighbors. Not only ts there no hostil- 
ity in this country to Bulgaria, but there 
is traditional warm feeling of sympathv 
with the Bulgarian people. So long, 
therefore, as Bulgaria does not side 
with the enemies of Great Britain or 
her allies, there can be no question of 
British influence or forces being used 
in any sense hostile to Bulgarian inter- 
ests, and so_.long as the Bulgarian at- 
titude is, unaggressive there can be no 
disturbance of those friendly relations.” 

Ailles in Agreement,

The Germans were not caught nap- 
ping.

The artillery fire 
is said to - have reached an unprecedent- 
ed height and, by generally covering the 
entire front, evidently was intended to 
mystify the Germans as to where the 
attacks would be made. Between Lune- 
ville on the south and Ypres on the 
north, especially in the Arras-Ypres 
sector held by the French, the artillery 


fire was of an intensity unbelievable, 


surpassing even the artillery prepara- 
tions for the French offensive in May, 
when the French fired 300,000 shells and 
shrapnel in less than 48 hours. 

As at that time, so now the so-called 
“trommelfeuer” or “rolling drum fire,”’ 
the most terrible of all artillery at- 
tacks, in which the’ roaring guns and 
exploding shells come so fast for hours 
that it sounds like the roll of a drum, 
marked the French preparation. 
Trying to Make Hole in German Wall 

As the Germans and Austrians, by 
weight of metal, literally battered their 
way through the Russian front at Tar- 
now oa May 12, which proved the key 
to the entire subsequent German vic- 
tories, so tuo French are now trying to 
drill a hole somewnere through the Ger- 
man wall which for months has stood 
unshaken. Yesterday and today some 
German trenches were made level with 
the ground by shells, but’ when the 
French charged they found the Ger- 
mans from the reserve trenches rushing 
up to meet the shock of the most des- 
perate assault from the shell craters. 

Crown Prince Rupprecht of Bavaria, 
who, when I was with him the latter 
part of the offensive this spring, com- 
pared himself to an “anvil,” appears 
again to be receiving the heaviest 
blows. 

The French have never quite been able 
to give up the idea of getting through 
Prince Rupprecht’s sector and taking 
Lille. From Arras north and around 
Souchez the reports indicate that the 
artillery attack was an indescribable 
roaring furnace. Both French and Brit- 
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ish appear to have massed a tremen- 


dous amount of artillery, including 
naval guns. 
Itallan Gums in Chorus. 

The French brought up a large num- 
ber of their heavy guns from the Fran- 
co-Italian frontier after Italy joined -he 
allies, and these have heen joining the 
iron chorvs against the German lines 
North of Arras, around Souchez and 
above Ypres, the exploding shells on 
the German lines are said to have 
looked like heavy surf breaking on @ 
recky shore. 

As in last May, the British attacked 
simultaneously with the French. The 
British are badétering at the German 
lines between Ypres and Roulers, in 
the direction of Comines. It came to 
the most desperate bayonet and clubbed 
rifle fighting. The British, getting 
through the barbed wire entanglements, 
shot to pieces by the artillery, suc- 
ceeded in reaching the German trenches 
but I am informed thay were unable to 
hold them. 

About the- same time they began an 
attack both northeast and southeast of 
Armentieres and a little north of the 
canal at La Bassee. The heaviest fight- 
ing is continuing. The Germans charge 
the British with. using @xs and bombs 
which give out suffecating fumes. A 
very concentrated German artillery 
fire smothered the attack at some 
points at the very inception of the 
charge. 


Take Trenches Only to Lese Them. 


The French again captured several 
German trenches near Souchez which 
had been all but ebliterated by artillery, 
but were again driven out. About two 
miles eastward of Souchez, near Noeu- 
ville, the French attacks also failed. It 
was on this three-mile spwt between 
Neuville and Souchez and the shoulder 
of the Lorette Heights that Gen. Joffre 
maintained his offensive so many days 
in May and June, and where he at- 
tempted to drive his wedge through the 
German front but succeeded only in 
hammering back tie bulging German 
lines. 


The whitish glare and incessant light 
of rockets revealed a ghastly and grue- 
some picture along the front from 
Arras to the north of Ypres, where the 
dead and wounded were hanging in the 
barbed wire or lying thick in front of 
the German trenches, many of them 
with faces covered with white damasks.

CONFESSED TORtr

‘“‘How many other fires did you set?” 
“One other.” 

“Was that the store 
street?’’ 

‘I refuse to answer,’’ replied Houston. 
The fire to which Fish referred was 
about three years ago. It.is now being 
investigated by the Circuit Attorney. 
Houston, on the stand, repeated the 
confession he previously had made to 
the police. He said he received 
from Sabek for burning the automobile 
on South Grand avenue, near Dover 
street, March 15, 1914. 

He again told how he soaked cheese- 
cloth in oil and distributed it about 
the Hippodrome Hotel, April 28, and 
set off the fire with push buttons, caus- 
ing electric sparks to ignite the oll- 
soaked gauze.

ON SCHOOL FUNDS 


He Now Finds That His First 
Two, Diverting Money, .Were 
“Technically Incorrect.”

fourth opinion on the school fund diver- 


sion today in which he at least par- 
tially reverses all three of his former 


opinions on that subject. 


In his third opinion to Auditor Gor- 
don Barker said that he believed his 
first two opinions, directing, mre diver- 
sion of the school moneys into the gen- 
eral revenue fund were ‘‘technically cor- 
rect.” Since writing that opinion, how- 
ever, he has discovered a section of the 
constitution which seems to make them 
technically incorrect, and Auditor Ger- 
dcn received the fourth opinion in the 
mail this morning. 

As discovered and made public by the 
Post-Dispatch the plan to deplete the 
rublic school fund and avoid a deficit 
in the general revenue fund was formed 
it. a secret conference at which were 
Fresent Gov. Major, Auditor Gordon, 
Attorney-General Barker, Secretary .of 
State Roach and ‘‘reasurer Deal, 

Exposure of Conterence, 

The exposure of the conference was 
made on the day Gov. Major was mak- 
ing a “‘little red school house’’ speech 
in Sedalia, where he denounced the de- 
pletion of the school fund and declared 
that the money would be returned to 
the schools if he had to call a special 
cession of the sLegislature. 

When the school fund exposures were 
being made in the newspapers, Barker 
was delivering chautauqua lectures in 
the East. On the day following his re- 
turn he called newspaper correspondents 
to his office and told them he had been 
reading the published criticisms of his 
school fund opinions. 

“It didn’t take me long to change that 
opinion,’’ he said. ‘‘Here is a new one. 
though I believe the first opinion was 
technically correct.” 

The first opinion rendered by Barker's 
office, in which Auditor Gordon was 
directed to withhold from the _ school 
fund apportionment fees obtained trom 
special licenses which always had been 
divided with the schools, 
by Barker's assistant, 
who since has resigned.

Barker Rewrote Opinion. 


At the secret conference of State of- 
ficials, Barker was shown this opinion 
and agreed to rewrite it and sign it 
himself, which he did. Acting upon that 
opinion, Gordon diverted $614,502 from 
the public school moneys into the gen- 
eral revenue fund. State Superintend- 
ent of Schools Gass employed a special 
attorney and brought suit for the return 
of the money to the school fund. On 
Barker’s return to the capital he ren- 
dered his third epinion, reversing the 
first two, but saying that he believed 
they were technically correct. 

Gordon ignored his third opinion and 
refused to return the money to the 
school fund. The Post-Dispatch called 
attention the fact that there was 
only $62,000 in the generai revenue fund 
when Barker rendered his third opinion 
and that the return of $14,302 to the 
school fund would be a physical im- 
possibility 

In his fourth opinion, rendered to the 
Auditor today, Barker notifies Gordon 
that since the Auditor has not complied 
with his last opinion the Attorney-Gen- 
eral’s office will not represent him in 
resisting the Gass mandamus suit, ana 
that he will have to employ special 
counsel to fight the return of the money 
to the schools. 


The Fourth Opinion. ~ 


In his fourth opinion, Barker 
“After thorough investigation I 
thoroughly convinced that my 
opinion was wrong. In writing it I 
overlooked completely one section of 
the State Constitution and a précedent 
of many years’ standing.”’ 

Barker told a reporter that the sec- 
tion of the constitution referred to is 
Section 7, Article 11, which provides 
that “in no case shall there be set 
apart less than 25 per cent of the 
State revenues, exclusive of the in- 
terest and sinking fur™, to be applied 
annually to the supy rt of the pub- 
lic schools.” 

Recent legislative ¢ jactments have 
changed the phrase “i{tate revenues” 
to make it read “ordinary revenues.” 
Barker said the Legislature had no 
right to limit or qualify the wording 
of the constitution, and that all rev- 
enifes of the State must be appor- 
tioned with school funds.

UNIONS 10 GET 
HEARING IN. FREE 
BRIDGE DISPUTE 


Conterence Called for Tomor- 
row to Decide Upon Future 
Course of City. 


The outcome of a conference to be 
held in Mayor Kiel’s office tomorrow 
morning, between city officials and iabor 
union representatives, probably will de- 
termine whether the city shall carry out 
the original plan of completing the free 
bridge by direct employment of work- 
men, without letting contracts, and 
using union labor. 

The issue has been precipitated by the 
action of four plumbers, four hoisting 
engineers, eight structural iron work- 
ers and one master. mechanic, all union 
men, in quitting work because of the 
dismissal of two union steamfitters and 
two helpers, who refused to take cer- 
tain orders from R. M. Graham, asaist- 
ant superintendent. Fourteen nonunion 
men .hhave been employed in place of the 
21 union men who are out. Fifteen 
union carpenters, 15 union concrete 
workers and 60 union track layers are 
still at work. 

Before the bond issue election of June 
80, 1914, when the bonds for comple- 
tion of the bridge were voted, the city 


,.2dministration promised the unions that 


the work should be done by union la- 
It also promised the East St. Louis 
authorities that half the men would be 
taken from East St. Louis. 

Obstacle to Contract. 

The only way the city could carry out 
these promises was to build the eastern 
approach directly under the direction of 
city officials, and without contracts. If 
contracts were let, the city would have 
no legal right to specify that uffion la- 
bor or East Side labor should be em- 
ployed. The main part of the bridge was 
built by contract. 

Now that labor difficulties have 
its plan in part, and may make the 
east approach an “open shop,’ with- 
out distinction as to union men; or 
it may abandon wholly the plan of 
direct work, and may let contracts 
for the completion of the approach. 
The time now set for the opening of 
the bridge to traffic is Nov.°1, 1916. 

It has been reported that certain 
business interests desired to force the 
city to adopt the contract system, and 
that these interests, in common with 
others which are supposed to desire 
delay in completion of the bridge, 
had prevailed on some labor unions 
to create difficulties. To do this, it 
has been reported the contracting in- 
terests have promised the unions 
that if the work its done by contract, 
union labor will be employed. 

Kinsey Explains Position. 

President Kinsey of the Board of 
Public Service told a Post-Dispatch 
reporter today that he had heard 
these reports, but thus far had found 
no tangible facts to support them. 
“But I can’t understand,” Kinsey 
added, ‘why the unions have not kept 
faith with the city in this matter, 
They are not delaying the work or 
embarrassing the city, but they 
make it necessary for the city to 
change its plans. If all union men 
are called off the city can fill their 
places with nonunion men without 
delay or impairment to the work, and 
will do so. If the city sees fit to let 
a contract, there will be time enough 
to advertise for bids.” 

Kinsey said that, at the time the 
agreement with the unions was made, 
the union representatives promised that 
the unions would furnish the city their 
most skilled workmen and would make 
every effart to make the direct, non- 
contract plan, with restricted employ- 
ment, a success.

AILLING OF GIRL'S 


FIANCE UPSETS 
MIND OF MOTHER 


Mrs. Minnie Bierbaum Taken to 
Hospital While Inquest Is Held 
in James Cavanaugh Case. 


While an inquest was being held today 
over James Cavanaugh, 24 years old, of 
834A Theodosia avenue, who was shot 
and killed with a cat rifle by Robert 
Leonard, 6-year-old son of Patrolman 
Michael] Leonard of 58498 Cote Brilliante 
avenue, Mrs. Minnie Bierbaum, 42 years 
old, of 5849A Cote Briliante avenue, moth- 
er of Cavanaugh’s fiancee, Miss Hilda 
Bierbaum, was being taken to the city 
hospital for observation as'to her sanity. 

Miss Bierbaum was with Cavanaugh in 
the dining room of the Leonard resi- 
dence Sunday when he was shot. He 
died in her arms. Shock and excitement 
following the shooting are supposed to 
have unsettled Mrs. Bierbaum’s mind. 
She formerly was in a sanitarium, but 
was supposed to have been cured. 

Policemen called to the house ‘today 
were told that Mrs. Bierbaumetried to 
hang herself to the banister of an 
outside stairway in the rear of her home 
last night and that today she attempted 
to throw her daughter Hilda from a sec- 
ond-story window. 

A verdict of accident 
at the Cavanaugh inquest. 

The boy had not been told until to- 
day that Cavanaugh was dead. He 
had pointed an old rifle at Cavanaugh 
in jest and pulled the trigger. There 
happened to be a cartridge in it and 
the young man fell, shot through the 
head.

PRESS HAS RIGHT TO CRITICISE 
COURTS, DECLARES JUDGE-LAMM 


All That the Judiciary Asks He Says 
in Address in Kansas City Is 
Fair Treatment. 


KANSAS CITY, Mo., Sept. 28.—Fair 
criticism of courts and decisions by the 
press was a right, declared Judge Henry 


Lamm of Sedalia, Mo., in his address to- 
day as president of the Missouri Bar 
Association at the annual meeting of 
that body. The apparent lack of co+ 
opération between the bench and press 
was deprecated by the speaker and a 
closer relationship was urged. 

‘‘Courts are man’s invention, the re- 
sult of a slow evolution, and are hu- 
man institutions,’’’ he said. ‘‘The courts 
have human limitations and frailties, 
hence are liable to err and stand to have 
their errors hammered out on the anvil 
of public discussions and cured by ex- 
posure. It is vain to contend they are 
immune from just scrutiny and criti- 
cism.”’ 

“The true attitude of the courts to the 
press,’’ said Judge Lamm, in closing his 
remarks, ‘is found in the great judg- 
ments of great courts upholding the 
right of a decent press freely to discuss 
men, principles and things lying close 
to the public weal. 

“No court ever has asked anything in 
return except that thé press live up to 
the great commandments of the nioral 
law: ‘Do unto others as you would 
have others do unto you.”

Awards for Four Years. 

Awards are for four years, upon the 
usual conditions, except that Rosenfeld, 
Marcus and Bonaguro, who are to en- 
ter in 1917 the College of Physicians and 
Surgeons, where the tuitions scholarships 
are not available, have tuition for two 
years only. 

The scholarship fund provides free 
tuition annually for 40 boys in Columbia 
College and the schools of mines, engi- 
neering, chemistry, architecture and 
journalism, and money aid in any first- 
class college in the country to the 


amount of $1000. The normal allowance | 


for each boy is $250 annually, but 
awards are complicated by the State 
scholarships of $100, which makes the 
full award unnecessary in some cases, 
and by the fact that boys attending 
other cglleges than Columbia leave 
available these tuition scholarships 
without the stipend. 

Scholarships are awarded upon the 
basis of scholarship, health, promise of 
useful career, character and need of 
aid. The selections were made from 
33 candidates graded above 70 per cent 
ip examinations. Any boy of good char- 
acter who is graduated from a public 
high school of this city and cannot go 
to college without the aid of the schol- 
arship may compete. 


Improvement in Health, 

As has been the case for two or three 
years, the candidates who were exam- 
ined show much improvement over these 
of 10 years ago in health. Though near- 
ly all are of small stature, the candi- 
dates generally have lungs in from falr 
t. excellent conditicn and good or fair- 
ly presentable teeth. Even in eyesight 
there is an improvement. Proof of 
greater care taken in the high schools 
of the health of the pupils is convinc- 
ing. 

Pulitzer scholarship holders who re- 
ceived honors at commencement last 
June from Columbia were Edwin J. 
Robin, °15, who won the Fellowship in 
architecture, entitling him to foreign 
study and travel. Leo Stern, ‘16, the 
Van Buren prize for proficiency in math- 
ematics; Frederick W. Sohon, °15, the 
Diig medal for proficiency in the school 
of chémistry.

CHARGES HEARING 
SET FOR THURSDAY 


Judge Kinsey Says Ottofy Must 
Prove Statements or Forever 
After Hold His Peace. 


Circuit Judge Kinsey today set Thurs- 
day at 10 o’clock for hearing evidence 
on the charge made a few days ago by 
L. Frank Ottofy, attorney for the plain- 
tiffs in the James Campbell will con- 
test case, that representatives of the 
defendants fraternized with the jury 
during the trial of the case and influ- 
enced its verdict. The charge was made 
by Ottofy in his motion to have the 
Court set aside the order overruling the 
motion for a new trial. 

Judge Kinsey became emphatic in 
making a statement from the bench in 
setting the hearing, and several times 
pounded the bench. There was nothing 
in the motion, he said, to warrant the 
Court in taking action of its own mo- 
tion. He characterized the charges as 
“mere talk out of the sky.’ He said 
the allegation that the integrity of the 
jury had been influenced was not made 
directly, but by inuendo. 

If the charge were true, a crime had 
been committed against the State, he 
said, and the source of justice had been 
corrupted. Judge Kinsey added that Ot- 
tofy would be given a chance to prove 
his charge and would be expected to 
prove it by legal evidence, or forever 
hold his, peace. 

In making the motion Ottofy asked 
that the jurors be summoned 1o testify. 
Attorneys for the defense have opposed 
this, contending that the jurors cannot 
be used as witnesses for the purpos- 
of impeaching their own verdict. Judpe 
Kinsey did not say whether the jurors 
could testify. Ottofy, after court, de- 
clined to say whether he would summoa 
the jurors.

SCHAFF DEPARTS TO QUALIFY 
AS ‘KATY’ RECEIVER IN TEXAS 


Lines There Sncnnted by Separate 
Corporation to Conform With 
the State Law. 

C. E. Schaff, who was appointed re- 
ceiver of the Missouri, Kansas & Texas 
Railway Co. by the United States Dis. 
trict Court at St. Louis yesterday, start- 
ei for Texas last night to qualify as 
receiver for the Texas lines, which are 
operated by a separate corporation, to 
conform to the Texas law. He was ap- 
pointed receiver of the Texas lines by 
United States Judge E. E. Meek at 
Dallas a few hours after his appoint- 

ment as receiver here. 

The railroad was forced into the hinds 
of a receiver as a result of the refusal 
of the holders of approximately $1,000,100 
worth of two-year 5 per cent notes to 
accept the extension terms offered by 
the railroad company June 1. The com- 
pany authorized the sale of $25,000,000 of 
the notes, but only $19,000,000 Worth were 
sold. The holders of $18,000,000 worth of 
the notes accepted the extension terms, 
but the minority holders recently filcd 
several suits in Boston which threat- 
ened to bring about a financial crisis 
in the affairs of the company.

ONE MARINE KILLED, TEN 
WOUNDED, IN FIGHTING IN HAITI 


Admiral Caperton Reports That Sup- 
ply Routes Are Cleared and 
Town’s Quiet. 
By Associated Press. ; 
WASHINGTON, Sept. 28.—Seret. John 
Platt of Detroit, Mich., a United States 
marine, was killed and 10 other marines 
were wounded in the figating between 
natives and American forces near Cape 
Haitien Sunday, in which 50 Haiteans 
were killed. 
Platt had served long snd honorably 
in the corps. His sister, Mrs. Susette 


Blanchard, lives at Nori: Brookfield, 
Mass. 


The marine patrols had been sent out 
to clear the lines of supply from Cape 
Haitien to the interior. Twe patrols 
went out Sunday, and after the expedi- 
tion reached Haut du Cap, firing be- 
came general, and both patrols were en- 
gaged. About 50 natives were killed. 
The patrols returned to Cape Haitien 
Sunday night and Admiral Caperton re- 
ported the supply routes had been com- 
pletely cleared of hostile forces. 

A later message said Capt. Underwood 
led an expedition of +»! mecunted ma- 
riges to Petit Riviere and Dalarte Bonite 
Sunday and cncountered !100 armed Hai- 
teans. They were driven into the hills 
after a vigorous skirmish, and it was 
in this engagement that the marine and 


two natives were ‘illed and three na- 
tives wounded. 

The marines are holding the twa 
towns, where quiet has been restored.

TENDERS HIS RESIGNATION 


Federal J::.dge Refuses to Accept De- 
cision of H. U. Mudge—Friction 
With Dickinson Denied. 
CHICAGO, Sept. 28.—H. U. Mudge, one 
of the receivers for the Chicago, Rock 
Island & Pacific Railroad, resigned late 
— Federal Judge Carpenter re- 


fused to accept the resignation until he 
consulted J. M. Dickinson, former Secre- 
tary of War, the other receiver. Mudge 
emphatically denied that any friction in 
the receivership proceedings had caused 
him to resign. 

“My resignation was entirely volun- 
tary,.”’ he said. “I feel that two receiv-

What St. Louis needs primarily is modern docks 
and appliances. Hence when the daily papers re-

port that the Committee on Docks recommend the eer 


building of a modern dock at North Market street 


at a cost of $250,000 and stop at that, I believe it 
is not near enough dockage or enough money to 


properly inaugurate municipal dock improvements 


and unless the city of St. Louis in a bond issue ap- 
‘propriates ample money to build docks at North 
'Market street, at the Chain of Rocks and at 
‘Meramac street, we must if we start, have enough 
money to complete all we undertake, because if 
,we do not, we will have another example of the 
municipal bridge setting high in the air with no 
approaches for several years, eating itself up 
‘with interest charges. Would therefore recom- 
mend to the public the importance of a complete 
pet of three docks to satisfy all St. Louis and that 
‘@n appropriation of $1,000,000 be made. The three 
Wocks can be built cheaper than one at a time and 
the dock at the Chain of Rocks will prevent the 
‘river channel from cutting out the docks, if built, 
‘at North Market street.

COMMISSARIES MUST HAVE OUR CROPS. 

Publications devoted to the grain trade, which 
are obliged to keep the events of the war under 
the very closest observation because:’of its para- 
mount influence on prices, are convinced that it 
will be some time before any considerable amounts 
of Russian wheat get to Western Europe markets. 
The rainy season is about to begin at the Dar- 
danelles, which will be most unfavorable to army 
operations, and they reason that if the allies 
could make only slow headway in good weather, 
they are not likely to have any very early tri- 
umphal entry into Constantinople in bad weather. 

The only circumstance militating against an- 
other year of tremendous demand for Americar 
foodstuffs would be a failure of the loan. And 
the success of the loan now seems practically as- 
sured. 
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If the decadence of Spain has kept her out of 
the war madness there is a compensation even 
in decadence. 


CONSUMPTIVES’ RELIEF FUND. 
There are 1400 persons in St. Louis afflicted 
with tuberculosis, who are being cared for by the 
St. Louis Society for the Relief and Prevention 
of Tuberculosis. And in order to save as many 
as possible of these and prevent others from 
catching the disease, the work of the society 
must not stop for a single day. No other agency 
will take it up. It will be months before the 
municipal corps of nurses, authorized by a recent 
ordinance, will complete its task of making a 
local survey’ and be able to relieve the society 
of the actual duty of visiting and nursing. 

Besides this, 149 children attending the Open- 

Air School for incipient cases depend for daily 
meals upon the society; and no less important is 
the support of the Night and Day Camp, where 
young girls are cured, and which has a waiting 
list all the time.

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GERMANY’S NEW NAVAL REGIME. 
German commanders fall quickly when they fail 
te justify themselves by results. 

A great shake-up among the general officers of 
the armies invading Russia is reported, being at- 
tributed to the failure to trap the Czar’s forces 


tretreating from Vilna. Admiral Bachmann and 


Admiral Berncke are also said to have been re- 
moved from directory positions in the naval gen- 
eral staff in consequence of the imperial displeas- 
ure aroused by the submarine warfare. 

The naval changes may be a more dependable 
and emphatic indication that American rights at 
sea are not to be interfered with than any of 
Ambassador von @ernstorff’s assurances. Ad- 
miral von Holtzendorff, who becomes chief of

THE ‘‘TREASON’’ OF HERR VON REPPERT. 

Attorney John C. Higdon, who wants a warrant 
for treason issued against Kurt von Reppert for 
calling President Wilson a jackass, an ape and 
crook, might find light on the proper procedure 
in such a case by consulting a certain clause of 
the Constitution. On general principles, it is a 
good thing to recall the text of that clause once 
in a while for its contrast between democratic 
and monarchial government: 

Treason against the United States shall con- 
sist only in levying war against them or in 
adhering to their enemies, giving them aid and 
comfort. No person shall be convicted of 
treason unless on the testimony of two wit- 
nesses to the same overt act or on confession 
in open court. 

The United States are not at war. Herr von 
Reppert was not adhering to their enemies and 
giving them aid and comfort when he called Mr. 
Wilson a jackass, an ape and a crook, for the 


United States, at peace with all the world, have 
no enemies. Herr von Reppert and the German 


Alliance members who applauded when he called 
the President a jackass, an ape and a crook, and 
whom Mr. Higdon wants indicted for treasonable 
conspiracy, will not be hanged and quartered. 
Attainder of treason cannot work corruption of 
blood in their cases or forfeiture of property ex- 
cept during the life of the person attainted. They 
are safe. 

Still we do not imagine that Herr von Reppert 
will find residence in any American community 
especially comfortable for a while. Nor do we 


think that calling the American chief magistrate 


a jackass, an ape and a crook will be applauded 
indefinitely in the future, even in the meetings 


of the German-American Alliance. 
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LABOR MEN IN POLITIOS. 

The death of J. Keir Hardie suggests not for. 
the first time the question why so few American 
labor leaders enter Congress. 

The British Labor party has in Parliament 40 
members. By combination with the Liberals and 
Irish Nationalists it wields a power greater 
than the number hints. Until the war it had in 
John Burns a strong Cabinet member. J. Ramsay 
MacDonald, Philip Snowden, Will Crooks and 
Abraham of Krondha are better Known names 
than those of most Commoners. They are the 
successors of men of older fame, Burt, Arch, 
Crawford, Cremer, the Nobel Prize winner, and 
others. An annual tax of 2 cents per Union 
member yields party funds; until an official salary 
of $1600 was voted, wages were paid to Labor 
members by the party. 

Much more than merely valuable to their fel- 
low workmen these members have been. They 
have informed the nation upon the needs of men 
whom Britain could neglect only to its hurt. They 
help to a better understanding between classes in 
a land of class. They are part of the driving 
force in a splendid program of progressive social 
legislation. - 

Men like Gompers, Mitchell, Lynch and O’Con- 
ner could do this work for the United States. 
Why are they not in Congress? Why is Secre 
tary Wilson, a Cabinet member by presidential ap- 
pointment, almost the only labor representative 
in high place in Washington? Local bosses often

This is the first time in recent 
years any seats for world’s series 
contests coulfi be obtained for less 
than $1, if memory serves right. 

This year, perhaps, Organized Base- 
ball is entitled to what financial pot 
it can garner from the big games. 
The leagues all need the money. 

But when the good years come 
back, Organized Baseball ought to 
cut its world’s championship 
prices to a more reasonable fig- 
ure, say to twice the price of ad- 
mission to regular games. 


It’s a Fat Pie, Bo! 
HE pot that will accrue from 
this year’s games will be 
something immense, if the sun shines 
throughout and, especially, if the en- 


tire seven contests are played. Un- 
der present prices the capacity gate 
at Braves’ Field—not Fenway Park— 
where the Boston battles well be 
held, is almost $100,000. In good 
weather every seat will be taken. 
The Philadelphia Park can not take 
care of more than 20,000 persons, less 
than half the Boston capacity, so it’s 
(otal receipts will probably not be 
much over $60,000 per game. 
Starting at Boston and alter- 
nating, if the entire_ seven-game 
series is played the total receipts 
will be close to one-half a mil- 
lion dollars! Think of that, cap- 


tains of industry.

But It’s Not Enough, Bo. 


UT, for the players, even this 
magnificent “gate” is not 
enough. The Boston team members 
are actually kicking because the 
Philadelphia Nationals refused to ac- 
cept the use of Shibe Park, the 
American League grounds, which has 
facilities for handling several thou- 
ne more persons than the Quaker’s 
eld. 

It is a pitiful plight the Bostonians 
are in. Four games are sure to be 
paayed, and in those four the play- 
ers have a 60 per cent drag in the 
receipts. 

If capacity gates are registered at 
both parks, the receipts for the four 
games ought to run close to $300,000. 
Of this the commission will get $30,- 
G00, the players $162,000 and the club 
owners $108,000.

$4630, and each member of the 
losing club $3088.

Senator Weeks in Speech Here 
Compares Two Cities to Ad- ' 
vantage of Both. 


Suburban annexation and a competi- 
tive census with Cleveland, and possibly 
Boston, were topics discussed at the 
monthly meeting and dinner of the 
Miilion Population Club at the Mercan- 
tile Club last evening. 

Several speakers indorsed the sugges- 
tion of Edward Hidden, president of the 
Business Men’s League, made in a 
speech yesterday, that St. Louis should 
insist on a special census, in. case the 
request of Cleveland for such a census 
is granted. Cleveland is trying to rise 
above its rank of sixth city, attained 
in the 1910 census. St. Louis, the speak- 
ers said, will hold its own as fourth 
city. 

Mayor Kiel said he wwuld welcome a 
contest with Boston, as well as Cleve- 
land, and United States Senator Weeks, 
a Bostonian, 
paring Boston and St. Louis, to the ad- 
vantage of both, and praising the pur- 
poses of the Million Club. Weeks rec- 
onimended suburban annexation, saying 
ft had worked well in Boston, so far as 
it had been possible to try it. 

Cecil W. Thomas, Mayor of ‘Jefferson 
City, amd Walter 8. Dickey of Kansas 
City expressed the fellow feeling of 
other Missouri cities for St. Louis, and 
Congressman Dyer advocated measures 
to increase the population. 

, Mayor Heman of University City and 
Mayot Jenson of Richmond Heights 
spoke in favor of annexation; Mayor 
Kinealy of Ferguson spoke against it, 
and Mayor Tidd of Webster Groves said 
& majority in that suburb opposed it 
at present, but would be open to the 
Appeal of facts, if the facts should show 
annexation to be best for all concerned. 

Sam Rosenfeld said that, in order to 
get an annexation measure enacted in 
time for the 1920 census, a special ses- 
sion of the Legislature would have to 
be held.

NE WYORK, Sept. 28.—The E evening 
Post, in its copyrighted financial re- 
view today, says: 

“It was scarcely to be expected, after 
the course which yesterday’s stock mar- 
Market took and the way in which it 
took it, that cautious and conservative’ 
people would have adopted any other 
policy than withdrawing from the mar- 
ket. This was apparently also the atti- 
tude of professional Wall street, for the 
evidences of enormous profit-taking 
sales were unmistakable. But profes- 
sional speculators of the larger caliber 
are not in the habit of throwing their 
stocks into the market and waiting idly 
to see what happens. On the contrary, 
they take the very occasion, when thcy 
are selling heavily in one quarter of th: 
list, to bid up prices with an air of en- 
thusiasm in the other, and this is pre- 
cisely what occurred today. 

Market Opens Higher. 

“The Stock Exchange opened as it 
usually does under ‘tonditions such as 
now prevail) with a long list of over 
night advances, and these initial gains 
Were promptly made the basis of fur- 
ther operations for the rise. In oot 
the opening advance and the subsequent 
upward movement, it was entirely plain 
that an effort was in progfess to excite 
the speculative public over industriw] 
stocks, irrespective of the question 
whether the companies did or did not 
have anything to do with war contricts. 
Some of the stocks which moved vio- 
lently up in response to this sort of in'- 
pulse merely threw a little fresh light 
on the absurdities to which the amateur 
speculator will commit himself when |e 
has lost his head. In brief, today’s 
market was largely-an exhibition of ex- 
travagance. 

“These various influences combined 
to make the market of the afternoon 


one of a kind which experienced peo- | 1; 


ple consider to be approaching a 
reckoning, more or less severe, ac- 
cording as the practices visible to- 
day continue unchecked or not, Many 
aspects of the market indicated this. 

“Except for the fact (which was 
itself not without significance) that 
the railway shares and other stand- 
ard investment issues relapsed into 
cautious inad¢tivity, it was possible 
to say that the day’s performances 
really made up a picture of ignorant 
speculation running wild, with the 
bit in its teeth, and with no idea 
where its road was leading. 

“The typical movemetn of the day, 
and the one which undoubtedly 
most influenced sentiment, was a 20- 
point rise of Baldwin Locomotive 
shares within 10 minutes, followed 
by a 15-point decline in an even 
shorter time. The stock sold at 150, 
against 113% at the close yesterday.
